may later in the evening run un­ 
der the Snow Creek bridge near 
the Palm Springs station.

GAS COMPANY BEGINS

Construction of the Southern 
California Gas Company’s 
new 
pipeline to serve home owners in 
eleven additional districts along 
the crest of the San Bernardino 
mountains w ill begin this week, 
according to William P. 
Hand, 
division manager of

The total cost of the new proj­ 
ect is estimated at $158,000. P a­ 
cific Crane and Rigging Company 
are the contractors, and the line 
is scheduled for completion w ith­ 
in sixty days. 
The districts include: 
C rest­ 
line, Skyline, Valley of Enchant­ 
ment, Valley View Tracts Nos. 1 
and 2, Clifton Heights, 
A rrow ­ 
head Highlands, Alpine, and gov­ 
ernm ent tracts of Grand View, 
Horseshoe Bend, Strawberry and 
Mile High.

BLYTHE LEADS IN 
JUNE TRUCK TRAFFIC 


More than twice as many com­ 
mercial trucks passed 
through 
the state border quarantine sta­ 
tion at Blythe during the m onth 
of June as through any o t h e r 
station, according to a report re­ 
ceived by Col. John H. Pirie, 
secretary of the Riverside Coun­ 
ty Chamber of Commerce, from 
the state bureau of plant quaran­ 
tine. 
Of the 2074 trucks which used 
this gateway, 1887 bore Califor­ 
nia licenses, while the other 187 
were “foreign” 
or 
out-of-state 
vehicles. Next station in number 
of 
commercial 
vehicles 
was 
Truckee, where 942 trucks were 
checked. 
Truckee was far more 
utilized by foreign trucks 
than 
Blythe, however, with 629 
re ­ 
ported there. 
Blythe ranked third in June 
for total of cars, 10,938 using the 
Riverside county entrance while 
Yermo had 21,314, and Truckee 
had 17,241. 
Hornbrook, 
fourth 
station in point of usage 
had 
10,187 cars. 
More 
stage 
passengers used 
Blythe than any other 
station 
except Hornbrook, according to 
the report, 6040 entering Califor­ 
nia at Blythe station and 6695 at 
Hornbrook. The latter station is 
on the Califomia-Oregon border.

Indians Working on 
Self-Management Plan 


The internal reorganization of 
the Agua Caliente Indian tribe, 
under way at the present time, 
relative to the new self-manage­ 
ment set-up with Jack Forline as 
the tribal counsellor employed by 
the 
Indians, 
is 
being 
slowly 
worked out. 
The tribal council, 
representatives of the D epart­ 
m ent of Indian Affairs, and Mr. 
Forline, are still busily engaged 
working out the various details 
of the reorganization. 


There seems to be some oppo­ 
sition on the part of a few of the 
Indians to certain phases of the 
new set-up with Jack Forline as 
advisor to the tribe. The extent 
of the opposition to 
the 
new 
plan is not exactly known. How­ 
ever, the petition of the Indians 
th at was sent to Washington ask­ 
ing that Forline be made tribal 
advisor, was signed by the big 
majority of 24 out of the quali­ 
fied 26 tribe members. It is also 
reported that the majority of the 
Indians arc in favor of having 
Forline as their tribal counsellor 
at the salary requested by him, 
and that Forline has the 
com­ 
plete support of Willie 
Marcus, 
chief of the tribe. 


At any rate, the tribe has or­ 
ganized a maintenance crew un­ 
der the supervision of Chief Wil­ 
lie Marcus and has started a 
general clean-up campaign 
on 
the 
reservation. 
The 
clean-up 
campaign includes repairing res­ 
ervation roads. Chief Marcus has 
expressed the hope that the res­ 
ervation can be cleaned up and 
the Indian property put in first 
' class shape in short order. 


Mr. Forline has spent 
many 
months working 
diligently 
on 
Indian m atters without compen­ 
sation of any kind. 
He has long 
expressed 
the 
viewpoint 
that 
through 
proper 
understanding 
and cooperation between the In­ 
dians 
and 
whites 
of 
Palm 
Springs,, the local 
"reservation” 
problem of long standing can be 
worked out to the complete sat­ 
isfaction t>f all persons concern­ 
ed. 
Cooperation has been t h e 
main point stressed by Forline. 
Chief Willie Marcus is report­ 
ed to have said, referring to the 
present reorganization, that 
he 
believes 
that 
everything 
will 
straighten out to the satisfaction 
of all concerned.

P a rt of the equipm ent is a pin- 
setting machine which elim inates 
the necessity of pin-boys setting 
the pins. 
They are throw n in 
the rack and the m achine sets 
them in place. 
Safety Device 
A safety device has been in­ 
stalled to protect the fingers of 
the players. This is know n as a 
-jail retarding m achine and pre­ 
/ents fingers from being caught 
oetw een two balls when they are 
returned.

outside m ay register. 
Mr. Ilg of

came to Banning, and drew the 
diagram for air-conditioning t h e 
building; and on w arm sum m er 
days the m anagem ent can g u ar­ 
antee th a t the academ y w ill be 
the coolest place in town.

There are a number of New Deal activities that 
this newspaper does not approve, chief of which 
being the tendency to meddle in European 
and 
Asiatic affairs, most of the agricultural program, 
and the matter of plunging this country still 
further into debt, and we have not hesitated to 
criticize in our humble way, without accusing any­ 
one of being dishonest, and recognizing the sin­ 
cerity of President Roosevelt. 
On several occa­ 
sions this newspaper has not hesitated to acknow­ 
ledge some of the good things that the New Deal 
has accomplished. 
No man is always right nor 
alw ays wrong, which applies to Republicans and 
D em ocrats alike, and we believe it is the duty of 
th e press of the nation to discuss the national is­ 
sues in the editorial columns, “with malice toward 
none and charity for all,” for only in that manner 
m ay the voters be informed. 


In the interest of fair play, the 
newspapers 
should give space to New Deal claims, and with 
th at in mind we are printing below excerpts from 
a radio address by Senator Sherman Minton: 


“It is true this spending program has given us the 
highest national debt we have ever had, now about $40,­ 
000.000,000. W hile our debt is high, we can best judge of 
its size by com paring it w ith the debt of som e other coun­ 
try. 
Take G reat B ritain, about which we have heard so 
much favorable com m ent because she has balanced her 
budget, although she w as unable to find th e w herew ithal 
to pay her debts to us. 
Our national debt is about 57 
percent of our national income. The debt of G reat Britain 
is 140 percent of its national income. If our national debt 
w as as large in proportion to national incom e as th at of 
G reat Britain, our debt, instead of being $40.000,000.000, 
w ould be ninety-eight billions. 
The interest charges on 
G reat Britain's national debt are 4 percent of its national 
income, while the interest charges on our national debt 
are about H'z percent of our national income. 


"B ut it m ust be rem em bered that this adm inistration 
hasn't spent all of that $40,000.000,000, as some of our op ­ 
ponents would have you believe. Let us break down this 
figure of $40.000.000.000. 
May I rem ind you that sixteen 
billions of that $40.000.000.000 of our national debt is a 
carry-over from the W orld W ar. In other words, w e lack 
$161)00.000.000 of paying for the W orld W ar. and that six ­ 
teen billions is included in th e forty billions. 
Let us 
la k e sixteen billions from forty billions and we have tw en ­ 
ty -four billions. 
Well, Mr. Hoover increased our national 
deb t o v er $4.000.000.000. 
Now. I don't suppose the New 
D eal w ill have to answ er for Mr. Hoover, so we take off 
fo u r billions for him. and that leaves tw enty billions. 
In 
th at tw enty billion is over $2.00 .003.000 th at we spent to 
p ay off the bonus. The bonus w asn't an obligation of the 
N ew D eal but it was a just obli¿a;ion th at ought to be 
paid, a n d we paid it. 


"I w ill tell you w hen it should have been paid. 
It 
sh ould have been paid right after the war, w hile the war 
profiteers had th e money in th eir pockets to pay the bill. 
^ u t M r. Mellon would not let them pay it. 
He reduced 
♦li» wax profiteers' income lax instead. So w e lake off two 
b d lions for the bonus, and that leaves eighteen billions. 
W e h ave over $2.000.000.000 in the stabilization fund, and 
We lak e that off. and w e have left sixteen billions. Well. 
have over $3.000.000.000 in the Treasury unspent, so we 
Sake th a t off. and w e have thirteen billions. 
But we have 
pood recoverable assets, th e proceeds of w hich will return 
jü th« Treasury, represented by m ortgages on the homes, 
term s. 
business property of the country, easily worth 
$41)00400.000. and you tak e that off. and you have $9,000.- 
MOJQQO spent for recovery and relief in this country. Nine 
biH rK K o f dollars spent to save men. w om en, and children 
ixoia starvation an d the country from a possible revolution. 


“T h a t is less than Congress appropriated in 1918 for 
o n e y e a r of w ar. 
In 1918 Congress appropriated for w ar 
alone $1M 00,000.000, and in the conduct of that war we 
a p a n l over $45.000.000.000. 
Doing w hat? 
Saving men. 
-woman, and children from starvation? 
Not at all. 
We 
w w n transporting overseas m illions of the finest blood of 
p . . lan d to fight and die on foreign soil and destroying the 
w ealth of the N ation by billions of dollars. 
*1 say to you. ladies and gentlem en, that if this rich 
cosm try of ours could afford to spend $45.000.000.000 kill - 
th e best blood of the land and destroying the Nation's 
w e a lth , w h y in th e nam e of Heaven, m ay w e not spend 
a 'f e w billion dollars that men. women, and children m ight 
b r a fo r their country? 
O ur justification for spending is 
lA a l w e w ere forced to spend, and by spending we saved 
th e life o f the N ation. 
“W henever th e calam ity how lers tell you the N ation 
m b rak e, you ju st rem ind them that in 1932 Uncle Sam 's 
h o ix fs w ere selling for 82 and now they sell above 100. 
m t d ra w the low est ra te of interest ever paid by this 
G overnm ent." 


It is true, the money spent by the New Deal 
«ras spent in America, to save Americans; how­ 
ever, the Congress has refused to increase the na­ 
tional debt limit beyond fifty billion dollars, there­ 
fore the W ashington administration must 
soon 
begin to curtail spending, or it must balance the 
federal budget. 
If it does not do so, the time will 
soon be here when there will be no money avail­ 
able for relief of labor, agriculture or 
business. 
A nother war, like the last one, would plunge this 
country fifty billions more into debt, making a na­ 
tional debt of close to ninety billions, besides de­ 
stroying the young manhood and the national re­ 
sources o f the country. 
That is why the press of 
the nation is so insistent that this country keep 
sat o f European squabbles and will continue to 
criticize any administration that shows the slight­ 
est tendency aw ay from strictest neutrality.

Inside Apricot 


Ornithologists and botanists in 
Los Angelos are studying the em­ 
bryo bird reported to have been 
found by a fruit w orker a t He­ 
m et last week, inside an apricot. 
A 
16-year-old 
fruit 
picker, 
R ichard C ontreras, of San Ber­ 
nardino, discovered the bird and 
brought it to Los Angeles for in­ 
spection by research authorities. 
The em bryo w as first seen, the 
youth explained, after the apri­ 
cot had been severed 
w ith 
a 
knife for purposes of drying. 
Story Confirmed 
A ttesting to the authenticity of 
th e find are 10 fellow w orkers 
and H. A. Miller, owner of the 
H em et orchard w here th e un­ 
usual specimen w as discovered. 
The em bryo had reached a de­ 
velopm ent of approxim ately two 
w eeks’ 
growth, 
according 
to 
ornithologists. 
From external appearances it 
probably is of the sparrow spec­ 
ies. 
. 
. 
The apricot in which it w a s 
found, and in w hich it replaced 
th e seed pit, was fully and nat­ 
urally' grow n, and showed 
no 
surface scars. 
Scientists Baffled 
Veteran botanists and ornithol­ 
ogists in S an Bernardino 
h a v e 
been baffled by the 
specimen, 
unable to explain how the em ­ 
bryo could have been found en­ 
tirely enclosed in th e fruit. 
One theory, offered purely as 
a theory, w as that in some m an­ 
ner the egg which produced the 
em bryo fell or was deposited in 
the blossom of the apricot a n d 
th at the fru it gradually 
g r e w 
around it. 
However, botanists reported it 
is extrem ely unlikely the apricot 
would have grown naturally and 
to full size w ithout a seed pit. 
Grew in Tree Top 
The apricot containing the em ­ 
bryo was picked from the upper 
part of the tree, it w as explained, 
w here there would have 
b e e n ! 
sufficient h eat to allow the bird 
to develop naturally through its 
early stages. 
Acids in the 
fruit 
probably 
killed the bird after it had reach ­ 
ed its second week of develop­ 
ment, it was pointed out. 
In Los Angeles, Dr. Bruce M. 
Harrison, professor of zoology at 
the U niversity of Southern C ali­ 
fornia, questioned authenticity of 
the find.

“I can see no w ay in w hich 
such a thing could have t a k e n 
ilace.”

er, disclosing that w hen f i r s t 
eund the em bryo was firmly at- 
ached to the aprciot.

The leading shapes of thla w heat food, — macaroni, spaghetti 
and egg noodles are popularly called THE ENERGY TRIO. 


Mold and 
Unmold 


Here are our answers to the questions thousands of women have 
asked us about moths, and how to defeat them. They are answ ers which 
have bten thoroughly checked for accuracy. 
Q. 
Do flying moths eat holes in wools? 
A. 
No. it is the larvae or little white worms that hatch out of the 
e i ^ l u i d by the flying moths that do the damage. The eggs hatch in a 
fJ P P fy s in comfortably warm places, so wools left undisturbed where 
¡¡i&itk can get at them may soon be damaged. 
Q. 
How can winter clothing be protected from moth damage during 
the sum m er? 
. . . 
. 
A. 
It can be mothproofed, or fum igated or sprayed with an insect 
spray, and stored where moths cannot possibly reach it. Or it may be 
stored in a cedar chest. Good laundering and dry cleaning leave wools 
free from moths. If they are stored at once where moths cannot reach 
them, they will be protected against damage. 
Q. 
How is clothing mothproofed ? 
_ 
. 
A. 
By spraying it with a mothproofing solution which makes it 
distasteful and inedible to moths. First brush the clothing well, then 
spray it very thoroughly Do not overlook a spot, and don’t forget seams 
and folds, the under surface of collars, under buttons, 
and in pockets. Every thread must be covered. Blan­ 
kets. sw eaters and other easily washable wools can 
be immersed (or rinsed) in a solution of a mothproof­ 
ing compound available for that purpose. Mothproofed 
clothing need not be stored out of the reach of moths. 
It may hang in a closet or lie in a draw er or on a shelf. 
Q. 
How are wools fum igated? 
A. 
By the use of a fum igant. Fum igants are 
usually either paradichlorobenzene or naphthalene, 
and are sold as such or under brand names. They give 
off fumes that kill moths at all stages, provided the 
fumes are si \>ng enough and the moths are exposed 
to the fumes iong enough. This can only be done well 
if plenty of fum igant is used and if the fumes are 
inclosed in a space th at is comfortably warm and 
practically air-tight. 
Q. 
Can wools be protected well by fum igating them in dresser 
draw ers? 
, 
. 
, 
A. 
Not unless they are sprinkled liberally with the fum igant and 
at once wrapped 
closely and sealed in strong paper to keep the fumes 
from escaping. W rapped in this way they may also be 
laid on shelves. 
Q. 
Can wools be fum igated in closets? 
A. 
Yes, if the closet adjoins a room th at is comfortably warm. 
Clean the closet, then sprinkle the fum igant on shelves and floor, using 
a pound 
of fum igant 
for a small closet 2 x 2 x 7' (28 cubic ft.) or 214 
lbs. for a closet 
3’ x 3 x 7' (03 cubic ft.) and so on. Now hang up tho 
clothing to be fum igated and seal the closet door with gummed paper 
or the tape used by funngators. Leave the clothes there until they are 
needed again. 
(■ 
Q. 
Can clothes be fum igated by hanging a fum igant in a closet 
th at is in use? 
A. 
No. as the fumes escape when the door is opened and so become 
too weak to kill the moths. 
Q. 
Will moths attack clothing and other wools th at have been 
thoroughly fum igated? 
A. 
Yes. fum igation does not mothproof wools. In fum igating any 
wools, therefore, they must be left stored where moths cannot get at 
them until they are going to be used again. 
Q. 
How can insect sprays protect wools from moth damage ? 
A. 
These sprays kill the moths, or their eggs or larvae when they 
come in contact w ith them. The spraying, like the fum igation, m ust be 
done very thoroughly. They do not m othproof the wool; therefore the 
spraying must be repeated regularly if moths are about, or the wools, 
afte r being sprayed, m ust be stored at once where moths can’t get at 
them .

The plebiscite form of voting, 
called by Hitler to justify his coun­ 
try's annexation of Austria and re­ 
occupation of the Saar basin is not 
an invention of the Nazi dictator­ 
ship, as m any people believe.

and cooling. 
Science now explains th at the 
popularity of lemonade on warm 
sum m er days has an excellent basis 
in the fact that vitamin C, of which 
It is a generous source, actually 
m itigates the effects of heat. 
Only 
recently scientists at the University 
of Milan discovered that exposure 
to high tem perature caused a 50 
per cent loss of vitamin C from 
the body tissues — and lowered 
vitam in C reserves go hand-in-hand 
with (he tired feeling we get when 
the w eather is hot. 
T h -t's why lemonade is so re­ 
freshing. In fact, if you would keep 
cool in warm weather, It's a pretty 
gootl rule to have one or more 
drinks every clay of lemonade or 
orange juice, which is another rich 
source of vitamin C. These citrus 
fruit beverages are healthful in 
other ways, too. 
To Make Lemonade 
For each perron served, extract 
th e juice from 1 lemon. 
Sweeten 
to taste with 1 to 3 tablespoons 
sugar or houey. 
Stir until this is 
dissolved. 
Add^l cup cold water 
and ice to chill. Garnish with mint 
sprigs and slices of lemon, placing 
a slice of lemon on rim of each 
glass. 
Lemon Fizz: Make lemonade with 
carbonated water. 


Lemon Ice Bergs: Top glasses of 
lemonade with generous spoonfuls 
of Lemon Sherbet. 
Vegetable Snacks 
W ash and clean thoroughly the 
following vegetables: 
Cauliflower: Break apart flower- 
lets in a small head of uncooked 
cauliflower. 
Radishes: W ith a sharp knife cut 
back outer skin to make roses. 
C arrots: 
Scrape 
and 
cut 
in 
lengthwise slices. 
Cut each slice 
Into strips, retaining an uncut piece 
at top to hold strips together. 
Celery: 
StufT several stalks of 
celery with pimiento cream cheese, 
which has been thinned with a little 
lemon juice. 
Fit these together. 
Roll in waxed paper and chill in 
refrigerator. 
P ut 
cauliflower, 
radishes 
and 
carrots In Ice water to crisp. Drain 
when ready to serve. Cut celery in 
slices. 
Arrange 
vegetables 
In 
serving dishes and garnish with 
m int an d 'parsley. 
Lemon Sherbet 
Another delicious form in which 
lemons bring coolness to a warm 
day is Lemon Sherbet. Boil 2 cups 
sugar and 1 cup water together for 
5 m 'nutes. 
Fold tills syrup slowly 
into 2 stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Add 1 c. p lemon juice and 1 cup 
water, Beal well. Four into freez­ 
ing tray and set cold control at fast 
freezing. 
Freeze stiff' and beat or 
stir tlio-ouphly. Return to freezing 
c o m p a i .i/uni and fin.sii freezing, 
or 
freeze in 
crank-tj pe 
freezer.

Ripe Blackberry Jam 
4V4 cups prepared fruit 
6*4 cups sugar 
1 box powdered fruit pectin 
To prepare fruit, grind or crush 
thoroughly about 2 quarts fully ripe 
berries 
(not black caps). 
Sieve 
about *4 of ground or crushed pulp. 
M easure sugar into dry disb and 
set aside until needed. 
Measure 
prepared fruit Into a 5- to 6-quart 
kettle, filling up last cup or fraction 
of cup w ith w ater if necessary. 
Place over hottest fire. Add pow­ 
dered fruit pectin, mix well, and 
continue 
stirring 
until 
m ixture 
comes to a hard boil. At once poor 
in sugar, stirring constantly. 
(To 
reduce foaming, (4 teaspoon butter 
may be added.) Continue stirring, 
bring to a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard 1 m inute.

quickly. Paraffin hot jam at once.

Robert M. Morison, supervisor 
of professional and service proj­ 
ects for Riverside county since 
the inception of the WPA in 1935.

TAXPAYERS WARNED 
TO PAY BY AUG. 31 
With the end of the morator­ 
ium on paym ent of delinquent 
taxes without penalty apparent­ 
ly in sight, County Auditor Ray 
Hicks this w eek urged eligible 
property owners to take advan­ 
tage of new state legislation 
while the opportunity remains. 
Property owners may pay de­ 
linquent taxes until August 31 
without penalties, interest or cost 
added to the bills, Hicks said. 
The legislature enacted the meas­ 
ure providing for no penalty pay­ 
m ent this year despite opposition, 
but the California state planning 
board made a thorough study of 
the tax moratorium and recom­ 
mended to the legislature that it 
abandon the no penalty period. 
“It is therefore, reasonable to 
expect that this may be the final 
opportunity to redeem property 
on which taxes are delinquent 
under these liberal provisions,” 
Hicks stated. The moratorium 
has been reenacted every year 
for the past six years. 
Hicks Explains 
“Any person who was the 
owner or was entitled to redeem 
property on January 1, 1939, and 
has not disposed of his interest 
since that date, may redeem the 
property, 
providing, 
however, 
that the taxes for the year 1938­ 
39 alone are not delinquent. 
W here taxes are delinquent for 
other years, then the levies for 
the past fiscal year may be in­ 
cluded,” Hicks explained. 
H e estimated that a property 
ow ner paying delinquent taxes 
prior to August 31 will save at 
least 25 per cent on the total tax 
bill.A ny property owner who has 
started to pay delinquent taxes 
under the 10-year plan can 
“benefit trem endously” by the 
measure, he said. 
The principal payments, to­ 
gether w ith interest, paid under 
the 10-year plan, will apply on 
the present plan. Frequently the 
interest will pay a large portion 
of the present principal. 
“In many cases,” the auditor 
said, "the taxpayers will find it 
will take a com paratively small 
am ount of money to complete the 
redemption if paid before Aug­ 
ust 31.”

It pre­ 
scribes price regulations, espe­ 
cially perm itting bulk prices to 
restaurants. It further requires 
the approval of 65 per cent of the 
milk volume as well as 65 per 
cent of the num ber of producers 
to set up an agreement. 
The Hemet assemblyman's A.B. 
2833 codifies the business and 
professional code.
